neers of the Panama canal have orig- 
inated a novel method of determining 
the necessary 
cons!ruction 
of the

College over whom his troubles be- 
gan, and who, subsequent to his leav- 
ing Vassdr, disappeared from that in-- 
stitution. She wa& a Miss Bince, a 
clever and beautiful young woman. It 
was to her that Prof. Bawden wrote 
the glowing love poem and 'the let- 
ters which his wife discovered^ 'and 
which she brought in evidence in caHs- 
ing his dismissal from Vassar. Almost 
simultaneously 
with his 
leaving 


Poughkeepsie Miss Bince "severed her 
connection with the institution' and* 
also left the city. 
:STo one seemed to 


know whither she had gone. 


It now develops that she proceeded 


to Palo Alto, Cal., and has since then 
been taking a course in ph'iosophy at 
the Leland 
Stanford 
University. A! 


telegram to Palo 
Alto 
last 
night 


elicited the information that she had 
just left for Los Angeles. 


The professor's love affairs, 
how- 


ever, were not confined to his wooing 
of his wife and his attentions to Miss 
Bince, it is said. Love poems addressed1 
to three or four other young women 
have been the product of his prolific 
muse; and whatever sentiment 
dic- 


tated them, it is said, had much.todo 
with the estrangement manifest be- 
tween his wife and himself. In view 
of these reports the statement made 
by Mrs. Bawden last night appears in; 
an interesting light. 


"The rumors that Prof. Bawden is 


unduly intimate with a woman living 
on Walnut Hills," she said, "are alto- 
gether without foundation, and neitK- 
er is there any truth in the report that 
I have brought any such woman into 
the matters I laid before Dr. Dabney. 
It is true there is a woman on Walnut 
Hills with whom Prof. Bawden is in- 
timate. She is a very dear friend of 
his, as she is a. very dear friend of 
mine. It is at a high type of friend- 
ship, 
however, that the 
intimacy 


ceases. Besides, she is much o'der 
than he and is married.

AX GRINDING VS. BUSINESS. 


Municipal Ownership In Practice Seen 


Through the Eyes of a Grand Forks 
Citizen. 
In an article on the gas situation in 


Grand Forks. N. IX. Light quotes F. 
J. Janey, a prominent real estate man 
ot" that city, as follows: 


"As a real estate man and a member 


of the rent estate board 1 did not veto 
nt the reconi mooting of the board for 
the issue of the ^'J.uOO.OOO bonds for 
the purpose of bujinir the gas plant, 
and 1 stated at that time to the board 
that I was opposed to the ownership 
by the city of the gas plant. 


"I think that \\ e h;i\e one too many 


of our citv utilities already maiiased 
and open:ted by a committee of the 
city council. Our experience with the 
water biHint'ss as it is managed by 
our council commit too is not one which 
would make it desirable for us to place 
ar.y oth-.'! utility in the hands of an- 
other such committee. The difference 
between management by the council 
committee and management by a pri- 
vate corporation is >imply this: 


"The council committee are grinding 


their axes and making use of it for 
their polit'c:'! interests, whereas a pri- 
vate corporation has dollars invested 
and looks at it only in tho way ol a 
business enterprise, \\hicii it is willing 
to push in any way where it can see an 
increase of income. One is using it for 
inrluence and tho other to earn dol- 
lars. 


"If you want a water main put in 


and apply to the city for it. you are 
lucky if you cet it inside of three or 
four years. 
If you want a gas main 


put in and apply to the gas company 
for it, the company will have the main 
in in time to deliver you gas when 
your house is finished. 


"I should very much like to have an 


option on the city water plant at the 
cost of reproducing the same as it is 
today, nnd if I had it I could within 
four months place it with reliable par- 
ties who would agree to sell water at 
a less rate than we are now paying 
and who -would not ask semioccasional- 
ly that the city tax itself in order to 
enlarge the plant, build reservoirs and 
filtration plants. 
They would simply 


look at these matters as to -whether 
they wouid pay for putting in, and if 
they found it would increase their in- 
come they would raise the money 
themselves for the improvements."

It is an alarming condition—to see 


how many public officers steal from 
•those -who have trusted them. We say 
"steal," for that is what it is, and it is 
hoped that -the prosecuting attorneys 
•will not permit it to,pass for anything 
else. 
A man who will make a $500 


purchase and rake off S100 from.the 
price paid is as sure a thief as any man 
behind the bars in the penitentiary. 


We must throw away our soft gloves 


and handle things as they are or This 
country -will go to the clogs. It is not 
simply the loss of the money, but the 
spirit in which the extravagance Is 
committed is as fatal as treason. 
.It 


runs down through the arteries of our 
public and private iit'e like strychnine 
through the blood. 


It should be the doctrine of our pub- 


lic service that extravagance and need- 
less expenditure is a crime—that offi- 
cial life is corrupt to the extent that 
it expends the public money beyond 
what is necessary to properly perform 
the public duty. That is the ideal that 
•we need in the public service, and it ia 
hoped the bureau of public accounting 
will keep on until that ideal becomes 
regnant in the official life.—Ohio State 
Journal.

safetjy appliance law had been tested 
in an Ohio court and sustained. The 
law was tested in cases brought in 
Belmont county.

brought against the Ohio River and 
Western and six cases against the B.

murred to the state's petitions, claim- 
ing that the petitions were not suffi- 
cient, that the state could not bring 
such a suit and that the court did 
not have jurisdiction. 


Senator Harrison argued the cases 


before the court and the state was 
sustained on all three points.
